This system monitors visits for ILI (fever and cough or sore throat), not laboratory confirmed influenza
and may capture patient visits due to other respiratory pathogens that cause similar symptoms.
2021-2022 Influenza Season Week 47 ending Nov 27, 2021
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For 2021-2022, the influenza report will include the visual representation of ILI activity as a replacement for the visual of
geographic spread of influenza as assessed by State and Territorial Epidemiologists. This is due to the CDC suspending the
system used for this reporting. Data collected in ILINet are used to produce a measure of ILI activity by state/jurisdiction

and Core Based Statistical Areas (CBSA).

Geographic Spread of Influenza as Assessed by State and Territorial Epidemiologists
Due to the impact of COVID-19 on ILI surveillance, and the fact that the state and territorial epidemiologists report relies heavily on ILI
activity, reporting for this system will be suspended for the 2021-2022 influenza season. Data from previous seasons is available on

FluView Interactive.
